This 
federal agency keeps its mouth shut, 
and some of the 88,000,000 Ameri­ 
cans who hold social security cards 
would be mighty unhappy if It did 
not. 
Records of hundreds 
of 
Jones 
County folks are included In the 
maze of statistics possessed by the 
social security board. 
Concentrated In the accounting 
operating division of its Bureau of 
Old Age and Survivors Insurance In 
the Candler Building In Baltimore, 
Maryland, are more personal facts 
and figures about more Americans 
than in any other place in the coun­ 
try. 
Just how old is your mother-in- 
law? 
The Social Security Admin­ 
istration might know, but It won’t 
tell. 
How much did you ex-wife 
earn last year? The record is there, 
but only she can get that informa­ 
tion—and she already knows. 
When the Social Security Admin­ 
istration asks for and gets from a 
worker the information necessary to 
set up and identify his account, it 
pledges itself to regard such infor­ 
mation as confidential and to with­ 


hold it from all but authorized per­ 
sons. 
The worker whose boss thinks he 
is IO years younger than he is need 
have no fear that his secret will 
come to light, 
It is guarded from 
prying eyes at all times of the day 
and night by guards whose sole job 
Is to keep the records safe.

Hamlin farmers and Jones County 
fanners will be interested to learn 
that the total cash receipts of the 
tamers in Texas during the first 
eight months cf 1947 reached almost 
$1,000,000,000 to better a year ago 
figures by $300,000,000. The Herald j 
learns from a report from the Uni­ 
versity of Texas Bureau of Business 
Research. 
Cumulative farm cash income fig­ 
ures for 1947. January through Aug­ 
ust, are 41 per cent above income for 
the same period of 1946. In the na­ 
tion as a whole, the same compari­ 
son reveals a gain of only 21 per cent. 
An increase of 24 per cent in prices 
accounted for most of the United 
States change in income, accord­ 
ing to government reports. 
The $935,861,000 total for the eight 
months of 1947 was a result of dol­ 
lar gains in all crop-reporting dis­ 
tricts except for the 30 per cent 
slump registered in the Trans-Pecos 
district. Greatest per cent gain for 
the period was in the Northern High 
Plains, where income scored a 130 
per cent increase. Next was the Red 
Bed Plains 86 per cent hike over 
the January through August period 
in 1946. 
Although prices received by farm­ 
ers for their products are well ahead 
ers for their produce are well ahead 
of last year’s levels, the farmer is 
also paying out inflated prices for 
his purchases. 
The Bureau’s index of farm cash 
income slid below the July peak but 
remained over two and one-half 
times higher than prewar (1935-39) 
intake figures. 
The seasonally-ad­ 
justed index remained highest in 
the Northern High Plains district, 
where income exceeded prewar fig­ 
ures by more than 700 per cent. In ­ 
dexes for the Coastal Prairies, the 
Lower Rio Grande Valley and the 
Southern Texas Prairies were all 
above the 500 point.

Many Southwest farm products 
set lower trends last week, but most 
grains and cotton continued to climb, 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture Production and Market­ 
ing Administration reports in a spec­ 
ial release to The Herald. 
Despite current grain saving ef­ 
forts, com and milo advanced 13 to 
26 cents, and wheat and barley 
followed with gains of five to six 
cents. 
Large world requirements 
remained the principal strengthen­ 
ing factor. 
Alfalfa hay prices advanced about 
$1 per ton. 
Lower grades of hay 
moved slowly. 
Favorable weather 


spurred peanut digging, but most 
sales went at government support 
prices. Buying of fall clip wool for 
private interests continued in Texas. 
Mohair remained generally slow. 
Cotton harvesting made good prog­ 
ress cut car shortages hampered 
movement to market. 
Spot sales 
scored a record volume for the sea­ 
son, although some farmers still 
held for higher prices. Prices ad­ 
vanced around 3 for the week. 
Poultry showed considerable weak­ 
ness off and on during the week, 
but most markets steadied some­ 
what toward the close. 
Eggs held 
mostly unchanged Dallas and Fort

Forced to Land on Iwo Jima. 


As soon as they were forced to 
land at Iwo Jima, the Flight Cap­ 
tain made an inspection of the plane 
and started making repairs, know­ 
ing well that the typhoon w'ould em­ 
brace Iwo Jima in a few hours. 
An effort to takeoff for Guam was 
made on Wednesday but dangerous 
crosswinds prevented their becom­ 
ing airborne. 
Wednesday evening everyone was 
evacuated to typhoon shelter > nr old 
Jap caves to escape injury, except 
communications and weather per­ 
sonnel. Boxes of C-rations and half 
water rations were distributed. 
Andress Sends Message to Guam. 
It was Andress who sent the mes- 
sige of IwTo Jima’s plight to Guam. 
He struggled across the airstrip in 
winds of over 100 miles-an-hour, es­ 
tablished contact with NAS Agana 
and sent the message to Guam. At 
this time, and for over three hours, 
as the gales steadily increased in 
force, the radio of this plane sitting 
on Iwo Jima’s wind-swept air strip 
was the only link whatsoever with 
the rest of the world. 


Aided Stricken Ship. 
Late Wednesday night the winds 
shifted to the northeast, and the ba­ 
rometer looked like it might hit 
bottom, but the crew of the AD-11 
remained with the plane, at 3:00 
o’clock a. m. Thursday morning the 
word was issued that an ex-Navy 
LCI, the SS Coaster Jim, was floun­ 
dering off Iwo Jima in mountainous 
seas minus her steering gear. For 
the next hour the 
plane’s 
radio 
hummed as Chief Andress tried to 
set up bearing on the stricken ves­ 
sel. At 4:30 o'clock a. m. that morn­ 
ing an approximate position report 
was established 
At about 6:00 a’clo^k a. m. the 
height of the typhoon descended 
upon the island and the anemome­ 
ter needle soared to 160 miles-per- 
hour and then broke. 
From that 
point on only estimates could be 
made on the terrific wind velocity. 
The airstrip lay under two inches 
of water and chunks 
of quonset 
.metal were flyin? through the air 
like leaves. 
Commander 
Bower 
claimed that one minute through 
the storm he saw the flight tower 
standing and a few minutes later it 
was gone. 
The American flag on 
Mount Suribachi had long since 
been away. 
Later Thursday the storm began 
to abate as it moved Westward. Final 
checks were made on the plane that 
night and it took off at 11:35 o’clock 
a. m. Friday morning for its long 
overdue return hop to Guam. They 
landed at Guam Friday night, ex­ 
hausted from lack of sleep and ra­ 
venously hungry.

Crop of 3,150,000 
Bales of Cotton 
Forecast in Texas 


United States Department of Agri­ 
culture said Friday that Texas cotton 
crop expectations are unchanged 
from forecasts of a month ago. 
In contrast to the state report, 
Janes County is expectted to gin 
more cotton this year tlhan last 
year.

Experienced poultrymen are all 
familiar with the custom of using 
lights in the hen house to boost egg 
production. County 
Agent H. C. 
Stanley Jr. declares. 
Some of you may be asking why 
those lights boost egg production. 
One big reason, of course, is that It 
lengthens the working day of the 
pullets, gives them more time to 
feed and water and to produce more 
eggs. 
Research men of the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture and state agri­ 
cultural experiment stations have 
found that the electric light stimu­ 
late a gland—called the pituitary 
gland—and when so stimulated, the 
gland causes the pullets to lay more 
eggs. 
The Department of Agriculture is 
recommending that poultrymen turn 


lights on early in the morning, Just 
strong enough to get the Dirds off 
the roost and keep them off. Then 
in the evening, dim your lights for 
15 mnutes so they can roost before 
the lights are out completely. Un­ 
derstand, now USDA isn’t saying 
that lights will make your birds 
lay more eggs during a y?ar, but 
they will help keep your production 
on an even keel.

One of the greatest fire losses in 
many years occured here last Friday 
when fire destroyed the huge cot­ 
tonseed warehouse, cleaner system 
and over 3,000 tons of cottonseed 
at the Midwest Cooperative Cotton 
Oil Mill at an estimated loss of well 
over $350,000. 
Members 
of -the 
Hamlin Volunteer Fire Department 
brou4ht the blaze under control af­ 
ter three hours, but poured water 
on th ( smouldering heap of cotton- 
Feed throughout most of th*' night. 
The warehouse, its loading ana 
unloading equipment and the seed 
treating and sterlizing machinery 
we're a total loss and valued at more 
than $50,000 .according to W. B 
Terry, manager and the 3,000 tons 
of seed had been purchased at an 
I average of $100 per ton. Terry’ stat­ 
ed Monday he felt that at least one- 
, half of the seed could be salvaged 
for crushing. 
Tile fire was discovered shortly 
I after 3:00 o’clock p. rn Friday af­ 
ternoon in a seed treating room and 
I spread rapidly from one end of the 
warehouse to th© other. 
It was 
thought the blaze started from an 
, electrical short circut. 
A crew of workmen under the di­ 
rection of Gordon Sproles. plant su­ 
perintendent, went to work Mon­ 
day clearing away debris of the fir 
and preparing to resume norim 
operations as soon as jxisslble. Th« 
main plant was only"slightly dam ­ 
aged and as soon as damaged seef 
can be removed and the other saU 
vaged the plant will start crushing 
anain. 
Crushing operations at the 
mill had been underway for about 
three weeks. 
Present plans call for immediate 
rebuilding of the warehouse and 
treating plant and all will be restor­ 
ed as soon as building materials 
and equipment can be 
obtained.

Warning* Issued 
On Dangers of Death 
By Pneumonia 


Hamlin area residents were told 
this week by Dr. George W. Cox, 
state health officer, that pneumonia 
cause ^proxim ately 
2,460 
deaths 
during the past year in Texas, a to­ 
tal which is entirely too high. This 
disease is most prevalent during the 
winter and spring season. 


Pneumonia Is caused by a germ 
called 
the 
pneumococcus, 
which 
many of us lurking in our throats 
ready to start trouble, when our re­ 
sistance to it is lowered. 
We can 
keep up our resistance by avoiding 
undue fatigue and unnecessary ex­ 
posure to extreme weather condi­ 
tions. When we go outside in cold 
weather sufficient wraps should be 
worn to protest us. 
Keeping the 
temperature of our homes as low as 
is consistant w$h comfort will also 
greatly lessen the difficulties en­ 
countered in adjusting ourselves to 
the cold when we leave the house. 


Another method of prevention in 
pneumonia is not to neglect a cold 
for the common cold often results 
in pneaumonia when neglected. 
A 
person with a severe cold should stay 
at home, and call his physician for 
advice if temperature presists or the 


cold lingers on. He should follow his 
physician’s advice until the cold has 
disappeared. 
A patient may really 
have beginning pneumonia when 
he thinks it is only a cold. If the 
physician’s advice is sought, he will' 
have an opportunity to start treat­ 
ments early if pneumonia is pres­ 
ent, or develops in such cases.

Marking “thc beginning of a new era in Naval weapons,’* the United States Navy fired a captured Ger­ 
man V-2 rocket from the flight deck of the 45,000 ton aircraft carrier USS Midway on September 6, 1947. 
This was the first time in history such a bombardment rocket has been launched from ships or a moving 
platform. The primary purpose of the experiment, held at sea several hundred miles ofT the East Coast 
of the United States, was to ascertain if large bombardment rockets coaid be tired off modern aircraft 
carriers without modifications affecting flight operations. The rocket traveled six miles and exploded.

Hamlin farmers and Jones County 
farm ers will be interested to learn 
th at the total cash receipts of the 
famers in Texas during the first 
eight m onths of 1947 reached almost 
$1,000,000,000 to better a year ago 
figures by $300,000,000, The Herald 
learns from a report from the U ni­ 
versity of Texas Bureau of Business 
Research. 
Cumulative farm cash income fig­ 
ures for 1947. January through A r ­ 
tist. are 41 per cent above income for 
the same period of 1946. In the n a ­ 
tion as a whole, the sam e com pari­ 
son reveals a gain of only 21 per cent. 
An increase of 24 per cent in prices 
accounted for most of the United 
States change in income, accord­ 
ing to government reports. 
The $935,861,000 total for the eight 
m onths of 1947 was a result of dol­ 
lar gains in all crop-reporting dis­ 
tricts except for the 30 per cent 
slump registered in the Trans-Pecos 
district. G reatest per cent gain for 
the period was in the N orthern High 
Plains, where income scored a 130 
per cent increase. Next was the Red 
Bed Plains 86 per cent hike over 
the January through August period 
in 1946. 
Although prices received by farm ­ 
ers for their products are well ahead 
ers for their produce are well ahead 
of last year's levels, the farm er is 
also paying out inflated prices for 
his purchases. 
The Bureau’s index of farm cash 
income slid below the July peak but 
remained over two and one-half 
times higher than prewar (1935-39) 
intake figures. 
The seasonally-ad­ 
justed index remained highest in 
the Northern High Plains district, 
where income exceeded prewar fig­ 
ures by more than 700 per cent. In ­ 
dexes for the Coastal Prairies, the 
Lower Rio Grande Valley and the 
Southern Texas Prairies were all 
above the 500 point.

Many Southwest farm products 
act lower trends last week, but most 
grains and cotton continued to climb, 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture Production and Market­ 
ing Administration reports in a spec­ 
ial release to The Herald. 
Despite current grain saving ef­ 
forts, com and milo advanced 13 to 
26 cents, and wheat and barley 
followed with gains of five to six 
cents. 
Large world requirements 
remained the principal strengthen­ 
ing factor. 
Alfalfa hay prices advanced about 
$1 per ton. 
Lower grades of hay 
moved slowly. 
Favorable weather 


spurred peanut digging, but most 
sales went at government support 
prices. Buying of fall clip wool for 
private interests continued in Texas. 
Mohair remained generally slow. 
Cotton harvesting made good prog 
ress cut car shortages hampered 
movement to market. 
Spot sales 
scored a record volume for the sea 
son, although some farmers still 
held for higher prices. 
Prices ad 
vanced around 3 for the week. 
Poultry showed considerable weak 
ness off and on during the week 
but most markets steadied some 
what toward the close. 
Eggs held

ents, Mr. and Mrs. Will Andress. 
Pictures of the crew were used 
in the latest isue of Navy News, to­ 
gether with a lengthy story of their 
experiences. 
The ll crew members vividly de­ 
scribed how it felt to experience the 
160 mile-an-hour winds that swept 
westward across Iwo Jima on Thurs­ 
day of that week, slashing communL 
cations, damaging installations, and 
blowing the famous flag from Mt. 
Suribachi’s vaunted summit. 
Pilot, Lt. Commander E. B. Bower 
narrated for the crew as he told

how they set out from Guam on 
Tuesday morning to track down the 
typhoon “Rosalind’’ and ended up 
on the Two Jima airstrip with their 
objective 
swirling 
threateningly 
about them. 


Forced to Land on Iwo Jima. 


As soon as they were forced to 
land at Iwo Jima, the Flight Cap­ 
tain made an inspection of the plane 
and started making repairs, know­ 
ing well that the typhoon would em­ 
brace Iwo Jima in a few hours. 
An effort to takeoff for Guam was 
made on Wednesday but dangerous 
crosswinds prevented their becom­ 
ing airborne. 
Wednesday evening everyone was 
evacuated to typhoon shelter> or cid 
Jap caves to escape injury, except 
communications and weather per­ 
sonnel. Boxes cf C-rations and half 
water rations were distributed. 
Andress Sends Message to Guam. 
It was Andress who sent the mes- 
sige of Iwo Jim a’s plight to Guam. 
He struggled across the airstrip in J 
i winds of over IOO miles-an-hour, es- ' 
tablished contact with NAS Agana 
and sent the message to Guam. At 
this time, and for over three hours, 
as the gales steadily increased in 
force, the radio of this plane sitting 
on Iwo Jim a’s wind-swept air strip ' 
was the only link whatsoever with 
the rest of the world. 


Aided Stricken Ship. 
Late Wednesday night the winds 
shifted to the northeast, and the ba­ 
rometer looked like it might hit 
bottom, but the crew of the AD-11 
remained with the plane, at 3:00 
o’clock a. rn. Thursday morning the 
word was issued that an ex-Nuvy 
LCI, the SS Coaster Jim. was floun­ 
dering off Iwo Jima in mountainous 
seas minus her steering gear. 
For 
the next hour the 
plane’s 
radio 
hummed as Chief Andress tried to 
set up bearing on the stricken ves­ 
sel, At 4:30 o’clock a rn. that morn­ 
ing an approximate position report 
was established 
At, about 6:00 a’clock a. rn. the 
height of the typhoon descended 
upon the hi md and the anemome­ 
ter needle soared to 160 miles-per- 
hour and then broke. 
From that 
point on only e'tim ates could be 
made on the terrific wind velocity. 
The airstrip lay under two inches 
of water and chunks 
of 
quonset 
metal were flying through the air 
like leaves. 
Commander 
Bower 
claimed that one minute through 
the storm he saw the flight tower 
standing and a few minutes laser it 
was gone. 
The American flag on 
Mount Suribachi had long since 
been away. 
Later Thursday the storm began 
t a abate as it moved Westward. Final 
t hecks were made on the plane that 
night and it took off at 11:35 o’clock 
a. rn. Friday morning for its long 
overdue return hop to Guam. They 
landed at Guam Friday night, ex­ 
hausted from lack of sleep and ra­ 
venously hungry.

More Light Aids 
In Production of 
^00$ bx Pullets 


Experienced poultrymen are all 
familiar with the custom of using 
lights in the hen house to boost egg 
production, County 
Agent H. C. 
Stanley Jr. declares. 
Some of you may be asking why 
those lights boost egg production. 
One big reason, of course, Is that it 
lengthens the working day of the 
pullets, gives them more time to 
feed and water and to produce more 
eggs. 
Research men of the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture and state agri­ 
cultural experiment stations have 
found that the electric light stimu­ 
late a gland—called the pituitary 
gland—and when so stimulated, the 
gland causes the pullets to lay more 
eggs. 
The Department of Agriculture is 
recommending that poultrymen turn 


lights on early in the morning, Just 
strong enough to get the Dirds off 
the roost and keep them off. Then 
in the evening, dim your lights for 
15 mnutes so they can roost before 
the lights are out completely. Un­ 
derstand, now USDA isn’t saying 
that lights will make your birds 
lay more eggs during a y?ar, but 
they will help keep your production 
on an even keel.
